pipes to forty-six building-; not hitherto 
supplied with the city water. A vory 
small per cent, of the houses are not 
wholly new. Of these 4C, the families 
average i% persons to each house. Since 
the first of lastJauimry, tne Company 
have extended their water into additi an- 
al houses at the rate of two per day-six 
hundred in all-four-fifths of which are 
entirely new structures. 
They claim 


that owing to the .scattered condition of 
tho city, that they do cot reach over 
one-half of the new buildings, and cer- 
tainly they should be in the best condi- 
tion to know. In the less thickly settled 
portions of tho extreme city limits, the 
water obtained by wells is quite good, 
and with pinups and windmills those 
people'have no iietd of farther watei 
works at' present. But these figures arc 
intended, to give some idea of the in- 
crease of improvements and population 
as we go along.
